Paris.—The plan for Allied control 
of Germany's finances, worked out by 
the committee on guarantees, official 
acceptance oNwhicir was given by the 
German Government, provides for the 
accrediting of the committee’s repre- 
sentatives to practically all the de- 
partments of the German ministry of 
finance, over which they will exercise 
personal supervision. 


The bureaus dealing with re- 
ceipts and expenditures, the move- 
ment of capital abroard and = ques- 


lions relating to the publication of 
financial and economic statistics will 
be- practically controlled, 

Germany agrees to furnish the 
committee with monthly statements 
showing the progress in the collection 
of taxes, including the income tax. 
The percentage assessed on private 
business, daily statements of the 
amount of the floating debt, and state- 
ments every ten days setting forth the 
exact situation of the 
finances, are documents

C.P.R. ANNUAL 


President E. W. Beatty Deals With IMportant Matters Affecting All 
Canada In Address To Company's Shareholders

What Happens to 
Old Railroad 
Ties 


The railway passenger who sees 
Piles of worn-out cross ties piled 
4 and set on fire by repair gangs 
jalong the right of way sometimes 
wonders why this is done and asks 
why people are not allowed to use 
them for fuel. The Pennsylvania 
Railroad has issued an information 
pamphlet dealing with this subject 
whicn states:— 

“In the first place, it is far from 
true that all the old ties are burned, 


A considereble number are con- 
stantly being sold to person: jiving 
on or near the right cof way, who 


buy them at nominal prices, usually 
ten or fifteen cents “apiece, and use 
them for firewood. 

“That is about as far as tlie rail- 
road company has been able to go, 


thus far, in finding an outlet for 
worn-out ties. Such a method of 
disposal is practicable only in those 
cases e-e the ties can be de ivered 


at a public crossing, or other point 
where they can be obtained safely 
by the users, and where the cost of 
so delivering them is not yvreater 
than the nominal prices obtainable. 

“The Company cannot sanc! 
the public going promiscuous!y over 
tracks and through yards to gather 
up old ties. To do so would be prac- 


| tically letting down the bars against 


trespassing on the tracks 
which has been the cause of about 
half of al! the fatal accidents on 
railroads in the United States. 
“Efforts have been made to inter 
est dealers in firewood in buyine the 


in evil 


old ties, but not thus far with much 
success, The causes pnear to be 
that the old ties are often dirty; 
that they contain more or less stone 
erit and slaw wedered jn tha ceaqnk A 
which might injure the saws used i) 
cutting them; that in many cases 
they are partly decayed; th-: they 
are dried out, and that their fibre 
is more or less crushed, so that the 
burn out too quickly. These ars 


among the reasons assigned by dea 

ers who have not been willing to nay 
the railroad company enough to 
cover the cost of collecting the ties 


and delivering them to a pourt at 

which they could be removed. 
“Efforts have also been mad- to 

dispose of old ties in a number >of 


other ways, including sale for woud 
pulp purposes, for the extraction of 
chemicals, for burning and sale of 
the ashes for fertilizer, and for 
manufacture into charcoal, but witn 
out success in interesting parties «n- 
gaged in these occupations. 

“The Company will be glad to con- 


| tinue, and wherever feasible to ex- 


tend, the present practice of selling 
eld ties to individual consumers for 


| nominal prices at points where they 


can be delivered without danger to 
the purchasers and without costing, 
for collection and _ transportation, 


| more than they are worth as fuel. 


The management will welcome any 
other suggestions by which more of 
the uld ties can be usefully disposed 
of or made available for commercial 
or industrial purposes.” 

The Canadian Pacific Railway 
goes further than the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and gives away ties to any 
who will take them, such giving be- 
ing surrounded with the necessary 
sufeguards as to trespassing. The 
experience of the Canadian Pacific 
is that ties are taken only where 
there is no standing timber in the 
vicinity, and that in many cases the 
farmers taking the ties do not use 


them for firewood but for general 
purreses around the farm, indicat- 
ing that the value of old ties as 
f vood in this country is ex- 


tremely small,
